"Under what condition! then, does 


this flubstanoe—formerly used only for 
mechanical or medical purposes—be 
come poisonomf They are certainly 
obscure, and at preaent we can only 
surmiae what they miy be. We iraspeot 
that the ottuue exists in tbe individual 
poisoned; some peculiarity of theoon- 
etitution producing a morbid change in 
the secretions of the stomach, with 
which the alum combines and forma an 
active poison; or the secretions may be 
healthy bat in unusual proportions, and 
that these low or greater proportions in 
combination with the alum constitute 


Kate a poison. 


"For eiample, two parta of mercury 


and ttro parts of chlorine form calomel, 
which ia not poisonous, but change the 
proportions to one part mercury and 
two parta of chlorine, and we get cor- 
rosive sublimate, which is a deadly 
poison. 


Then again, we know nothing of the 


constitutional peculiarities. Why is it 
that one penon oan eat all kinda of 
green fruits and vegetables with impn 
city, while the eame oouno might cost 
another individual his life! One person 
oan handle poison ivy and sumac with- 
out being the least affected; another is 
poisoned if he approaches within ten
